It may ſerve as an Index or Directory 
to him who is in queſt of the Truth, and will ſhew in 
a little Compaſs the great attention which has been paid 
to the ſacred unalienable Rights of Chriſtians, and of 


Proteſtants. It is not, indeed, the moſt pleaſing Re- 


flection, that ſo much Debate ſhould have been had 
about ſo obvious a Trutk,—that Chriſt is King in his 


own Kingdom ;—or that ſo many Advocates ſhould 


have been found in theſe Days, and in this Country, to 


defend Impoſitions in a Proteftant Church, which are 


'not warranted by Scripture, and are only conſiſtent with 
Faith in an earthly infallible Guide. All that the Ad- 


vocates for religious Liberty have wiſhed for, was a fair 
Hearing; they appealed to the Scriptures, and to the 
"Reaſon of Men, and have fo far ſucceeded in the Opi- 


nion of the unprejudiced and diſintereſted, as would 


have gained them a deciſive Victory had they been their 
Judges“.

then comes it to paſs, that nothing has been done in fa- 
vor of theſe Conquerors by the Legiſlature, and one of 
the Univerſities, and /o /i/tle by the other? A very lit- 
tle Acquaintance with the World, and the preſent State 
of Things, will ſuffice to account for the Motions and 
Reſolutions of theſe great Bodies, We are generally

clined to ſome Amendments in our Articles or Form of Subſcription, 
and a Reviſal of the Liturgy, has ſtood forth, and invited others like- 
minded, to aſſociate and to apply to the Biſhops for theſe Purpoſes. 
However wide this Gentleman's Deſign is from that of the Petitioners, . 
I make no Queſtion, but that he engages in it for Reaſons which ap- 
wry juſt and concluſive to his own Mind. But he differs from the 
Petitioners both in the End and in the Means, The Petitioners conſi- 
dered the Powers which impoſed the Laws which require Subſcription, 
as the only Authority which could repeal them; and as what they 
aſked was a Matter of Right, they conceived it not only to be impo- 
litic to conſult the Adverſaries of the Truth, but as highly derogatory 
from the Dignity of Parliament to ſolicit the Concurrence of the Bi- 
ſhops in the-firſt Inſtance ; and unbecoming the Spirit and Reſolution 
of determined Proteſtants, to fear either their unmerited Diſpleaſure 
or Reſentment. As Members of the Legiſlature they would neceſſarily 
have been heard in their Places, had not a very early Exertion of their 
Intereſt prevented the intended Bill (grounded on the Prayer of the 
Petition) reaching the Bar of their Houſe. With Reſpect to the End, 
it ſhould be obſerved, that on Mr. Wollaſton's Plan, the true and diſ- 
tinguiſhing Principles of Proteſtantiſm are given up ; for the Argu- 
ments which will juſtify the requiring Subſcription to one Article of 
human Explication, however true, will equally juſtify the requiring 
| Subſcription. to one hundred Articles, however falſe.” And to deſire 
to eſtabliſh'a Creed or Confeſſion for others (however true or excellent 
ſuch Creed or Confeſſion may be in itſelf) is ſurely to defire more, 
than to confine the Terms of Admiſſion to Offices and honorable Diſtinc- 
tions to the fimple Conditions which our Saviour required. Such a 
partial Reformation would be attended with every Evil which ariſes 
from the preſent eſtabliſhed Forms; it would equally exclude free En- 
uiry, and thereby countenance Error inſtead of Truth, and raiſe un- 
es Suſpicions againſt Chriſtianity itſelf; it would continue to 
encourage Hypocriſy and Prevarication, and be full as heavy a Burden 
to Numbers of great and good Men. „ ; 
But with Regard to the Means made uſe of by Mr. Wollaſton, and 
his reſpectable Coadjutors, it ſhould ſeem no more than reaſonable, 
that after they had ſignified in a printed Paper, addrefled to the 
| Clergy in general, (which ſee in the Gentleman's Magazine for Dec.

ling Mind; and all Good may more properly be ſaid to 
be extorted from them, than given by them. So that 
Reaſon and Argument are oftener uſed to make out an 


Apology, than as a Spur to the Undertaking, and a 
Juſtification of the Act.

—the Bench of Biſhops; —and that Oppoſition is now, to 
their everlaſting Diſgrace, by them continued“. They 
affected not to know where the Cry of Reformation 
would ſtop; their Agents repreſented the Danger of 
Innovations; and that their Arguments might take with 
the Vulgar, they dared to repreſent the Petitioners as. 
Enemies to an eſtabliſhed Form of public Worſhip and 
to Epiſcopacy. The Petitioners neither expreſſed, nor

The Petition of the Clergy of the Church of Eng- 
land, and others who are obliged to ſubſcribe the three 
Articles in the thirty- ſixth Canon, previous to the Exer- 
ciſe of their reſpective Functions, was ſigned by about 
250 Perſons. It was offered to the Houſe of Com- 
mons on Thurſday the 6th of February, 1772, by Sir 
William Meredith, and ſeconded by Mr. Thomas Pitt. 
The Premier had deſigned to have thrown a Slight on 
the Merits of this PETITION oF Ricoh in burying it 
in Oblivion, by a cuſtomary Motion for that Purpole, 
to adjourn the Hearing till that Day fix Months; and 
to have preſerved the Appearance of Juſtice and lmpar- 
tiality, by paying a Compliment to the Perſons of the 
Petitioners, in giving them Credit for their Sincerity. 
However ſtrange, it is ſtrictly true, that the Friends of 
Reformation owe the Debate of that ever memorable

a Bill would have been brought into the Houſe that 
ſame Seſſion, by the Supporter of the general Principle 
of Proteſtantiſm, had not a Gentleman, Member for 
Oxford, (who oppoſed the Releaſe of the Clergy from 
their Bonds and Impoſitions) objected that the Univer- 
ſities having a Power, might poſſibly redreſs the Grie- 
vance themſelves; at the ſame Time promiſing that he 
would ſupport Sir William Meredith's Motion in the 
ſucceeding, Seſſion, if the Relief was not granted during 
the Receſs of Parliament.* 2 
No Inclination to effect this appeared in the Univer- 
ſity of Oxford; nor till very lately was there the leaſt 
Step taken to that End, and then, only in the Caſe of 
Admiſſion, or Matriculation; when the propoſed Sub- 
ſtitute was eſteemed, by many Perſons, more intolerable 


and juſtly exceptionable, (if that be poſſible) than the

Here we muſt revert to the Proceedings in Parlia- 
ment for the Removal of the objected Subſcription at 
Matriculation, both becauſe in order of Time, the ſe- 
cond Application to the Legiſlature, ſucceeded the laſt 
mentioned Meaſures which were taken at Oxford, and 
alſo becauſe Oxford oxly would have been affected by 
the Interpoſition of Parliamentary Authority. The 
Univerſity of Cambridge, as will hereafter be obſerved, 
having never begun with her Subſcription Diſcipline 
ſo early as the Inſtant of Admiſſion to Academical 
Memberſhip. 

Upon the INI of the two Attempts made 
within the Courſe of a few Months in the Univerſity of 
Oxford, in Behalf of, I had almoſt ſaid, an univer- 
ſally acknowledged reaſonable and Chriſtian Liberty, 
having failed of Succeſs ; and of what was no ſmall ad- 
ditional Temptation, the good Diſpoſition which ap- 
peared in the Houle to relieve Matriculators (and even 
Graduates) in the Courſe of the Debates on the Clerical 
Petition, a further Application was made to Parlia- 
ment. 

On Tueſday February 23, 1773, Sir William Mere- 
dith, in Conſequence of his conditional Pledge to the 
Houſe, moved for the Speaker's quitting the Chair, 
and that the Houſe ſhould take into Conſideration the 
Queſtion. of Subſcription to the Thirty-nine Arti- 
« cles, or any other Teſt which may be required of 
« Perſons at their Matriculation at either of our Uni-

Mr. Page's Revolt from a poſitive Promiſe and De- 
claration, can only be accounted for, by ſuppoſing 
him to bear in his Mind the near Approach of a Ge- 
neral Election, and his acting on the acknowledged 
juſtifiable Principles of Self-preſervation and Defence. 

On the Diviſion, the ſame inequality in Numbers ap- 
peared, as has of late been obſerved upon the Deciſion

Notwithſtanding theſe Diſcouragements, this Buſineſs 
was not ſuffered to reſt here, though all future Efforts 
have hitherto been no more ſucceſsful. The Univerſity 
had rejected all Propoſals for the Repeal of their Sta- 
tute which injoined the Subſcription, in the two ſeveral 
Inſtances before-mentioned, however little ſuch Propo- 
ſals were calculated to give effectual Relief, while the 
Idea of any Subſtitute remained. The Houſe of Com- 


mons alſo by a Majority of more than two to one, had 


refuſed to interpoſe with its compulſive Powers. 

Within no greater Diſtance of Time, than the fol- 
lowing Week, to wit, on Wedneſday, March 3, 1773, 
a Convocation was held, when it was propoſed to ſub- 
Join an Explanation to the Statute de Tempore & Condi- 
tionibus Matriculationis. Tit. 2. F. 3. by the qualifyin 
Addition of quantum ipſi ſciunt.* This Propoſal ſhared 
the common Fate of all the previous ones; ſome Per-

Randolph of Magdalen, and Mr. Chandler, the ſenior 
Proctor, were found among it's friends, and were 
Speakers for the Queſtion, * 

It is much to be lamented that Truth requires this 
degrading Hiſtory of ſo celebrated an Univerſity, and 
of a Britiſh Houle of Commons. The former is a 
living Body, therefore better Things may be hoped for, 
on ſome future Day; and from an Excels of Charity let 
us bid Peace to the Manes of the thirtcenth Parliament 
of Great-Britain. 

We are now to turn our Attention to a Siſter Semi- 
nary, and draw the Outlines of the Conduct and Opera- 
tions of the Univerſity of Cambridge. Little as an 
honeſt Mind may think this learned ( Corporation may 
have done in the Way of Relief, it is to be noted that 
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Caſuiſts ſay ſhe hath done a great Deal. In the Caſe of 


Matriculation, indeed, ſhe never impoſed any Subſcrip- 
tion, but previous to the conferring any Degree, ſhe 
requires an unlimited Compliance with the ſame Condi- 
tions as the Univerſity of Oxford ; notwithſtanding the 


ſemble thoſe of Cambridge, and whoſe Degrees are al- 
lowed by both of our Univerſities) require no Subſcrip- 
tion whatever; the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, 
are thought, and I may add, are found ſufficient to 
anſwer every good Purpoſe. Similar to this, as I am 

very credibly informed, is the Cuſtom at Lambeth, 
where no Subſcription is required, either for the — 
of Doctor in 8 r for a Diſpenſation.

Exemption of the Biſhops from ſuch an Impoſition, is 
even more to my Point; for it ſhould ſeem, they ſhould 
give a Security proportioned to their Truſt, Experience 
will not therefore prove the Utility, much more the 
Neceſlity of Subſcriptions, which in ſo many Inſtances 
have been ſo long diſpenſed with, If the Reaſon of 
exacting them holds good in any one Caſe, it ſhould 
hold equally good in all; but it 1s moſt certain, that if 
in ſome Caſes our Superiors require not too much, in 
others they require too little. 

Several Months before the Application of the Clergy 
to Parliament, (viz. on the 11th of June, 1771) the 
truly learned, and truly worthy Mr. Tyrwhitt offered 
the following Grace at Cambridge, for the Removal of 
Subſcriptions ; it was however rejected by the Caput, 
and thereby prevented coming before the Univerſity, 

*« Placeat vobis, ut illi, qui Munia Scholaſtica in 
“ Regis Statutis contenta expleverint, in poſterum ſibi 
* conceſſam habeant Gratiam pro Gradu in aliqua Fa- 
e cyltate ſuſcipiendo, etſi tribus Articulis in Canone 
* tricefimo ſexto comprehenſis non ſubſcripſerint.“ 
The Purport of which 1s as follows, May it pleaſe 
you, that thoſe Students, who have duly performed 
« the Exerciſes required by the royal Statutes (i. e. the 
% Statutes-of Elizabeth) may for the future have their 
« Graces paſſed for Admiſſion to a Degree in any Fa- 
“ culty whatſoever, although they ſhould not have 
e ſubſcribed the three Articles contained in the 36 
Canon.“ 

On the 6th of December following, Mr. Tyrwhitt 
offered a Grace for exculing Bachelors of Arts from ſub- 
ſcribing the three Articles in the thirty-ſixth Canon, 
with a View more immediately to the Relief of thoſe 
Gentlemen, who would be Candidates for their firſt 
Degree, the Beginning of the ſucceeding January Term. 
This Propoſal was allo rejected by the Caput, on the 
Pretext of the Univerſity's not having a Power to grant 

It, 
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it. A Power acknowledged and uncontroverted by all 


'but themſelves.—As a Proof that the young Gentlemen 


affected by this Refuſal of a public Vote, were not in- 
different, or inattentive to their own particular Caſe; a 
numerous Body of them preſented a Petition on the 
31ſt of the fame Month to Dr. Brown, the then Vice- 
Chancellor, but even this ſtep proved ineffectual.“ 1 


* I know of no Way to give all reaſonable Satisfaction on this 
Head, other than to produce ſuch Evidences as Facts will juſtify. 
The animated, but reſpectful Language of this Petition will plead 
more effectually the Cauſe of the young Petitioners, and demonſtrate 
their perſonal Concern in it, than any Deſcription. or Argument 
which might otherwiſe be brought in Support of both. I ſhall there- 
fore tranicribe it without either Apology or Comment. : 
To the Caput, Regents, and Non-Regents 'of the Univerſity of 
Cambridge, the humble Petition of certain Undergraduates in 
the ſaid Univerſity, 447 
Sheweth, 3 
«© That your Petitioners apprehend themſelves, in Conſequence of 
«« Engagements entered into with the Univerſity at the Time of their

<< that they nevertheleſs find themſelves under a Neceſſity of declaring 
« their unfeigned Aſſent to a Set of theological Propoſitions, uſually 
called the Thirty-nine Articles of Religion, apparently of high 
« Argument and great Importance; or of ſubjecting themſelves to a 
* Repulie in their Petition for a Degree, which they have endea- 
voured to qualify themſelves for with much Trouble, and at no 
* little Expence. Your Petitioners therefore entreat, if ſuch Indul- 
gence can be granted to them without Infringement of the Univer- 
« tity Statutes, that they may be releaſed from the Neceſſity of teſti-

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The Reyerefid- Heads of the Univerſity did not dare 
to venture the propoſed Grace to the Vote of the Senate, 
for very obvious and prudential Reaſons till after the 
Clergy's Petition was brought into the Houſe of Com- 
mons; when, in Conſequence of the general Voice in 
Favor of Relief to Academics, the paternal Care of the 
Duke of Grafton directed him to recommend to the 
Univerſity to do ſomething of themſelves. They re- 
ceived the Hint given both from within Doors, and 
from without, and ſecured their Retreat behind the 
Opinions of the Houſe of Commons, and the new Lord 
Privy Seal. How forcibly their Chancellor's Letter 

acted upon their Judgment, their ſubſequent Con- 
ceſſions, according to their own Account, will amply 
prove.—The Caput began to ſee Reaſon and Juſtice in 
letting the propoſed Graces paſs their arbitrary Tribunal, 
and provided-that a ſomething was placed in the Room 
of the old. Subſcription, would even lend a helping 
Hand. A Syndicate was appointed to examine into the 
Nature and Extent of their Power, and that no Forma- 
lities might. be wanting to give an. Air of. Seriouſneſs to 
the Delivery of this Mountain, ſhould it bring forth a 
Mouſe, — the Opinions of Counſel learned in the Law, 
were taken.

Here again was a Faihure of Succeſs, but an Oppor- 
tunity was given of taking the Senſe of the ſenior Part 
of the Univerſity, and was the Forerunner of a pitiful 
Subſtitute in the Place of the old Form in the Cafe of 
Bachelors of Arts. This Subſtitute, which paſſed the Senate 
on the 23d of June, 1772, runs thus: 

« do declare that I am, bond fide, a Member of the 
« Church of England, as by Law eſtabliſned.““ 

Nor can this be conſidered, by a conſiſtent Proteſtant, 
as a ſatisfactory Relief, ſince it is liable to be conſtrued, 
and was certainly intended, by Dr. Powell and his Af- 
ſociates, to imply more than a mere Conformity to the 
5 C Liturgy ; 
; This Subſtitute, under the ſtrong Perſuaſion that more than a bare 
Declaration of Conformity was engaged for in the Words bend fide, 
was yet a ſtumbling Block of Offence to one worthy and ingenious 
young Gentleman, Mr. Thomas Blackburne, Student of St. Peter's 

ollege ; who after having gone through all the preliminary Exerciſes 
and Examinations with great Credit to himſelf, and to his College, 
was refuſed his Supplicat, or Petition for his Degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, becauſe he could not ſatisfy himſelf in a Subſcription to this 
Subſtitute. To the worthy Maſter and Tutor of his College he hinted 
his Objections, and delivered to them a Declaration, which however 
ſatisfactory to the venerable and learned Society, under whom he had 
made his latter Acquirements in Literature, was not deemed ſufficient 
by a certain Junto, to entitle him to his Degree. Nor was his in- 
flexible Integrity thought 'deſerving of any Accommodation. The 
Declaration offered, was in theſe Words, I Thomas Blackburne do 
*© hereby declare my full Perſuaſion of the Truth ,of the Chriſtian 
<< Religion as exhibited in the Scriptures: That I have hitherto com- 
«© municated with the eſtabliſhed Church, and have no preſent In- 
« tention of communicating with any other.” -I could wiſh to refer

Liturgy; —otherwiſe, they might have taken the Parlia- 
mentary Form ſubſcribed by every Perſon upon Admit- 
tance to a Fellowſhip, viz. I do declare that I will

Words. And to add Malignity to a jeſuitical Subter- 
fuge, the Expreſſion bond fide, carries with it a pointed 
Excluſion of the Diſſenters.
